The $500,000 fund for Regional 
Planning has been oversubscribed to 
$524,837.32. 

Assured of adequate financial 
support for its th»ee-year program, 
Colonel Samuel Price Wetherill, 
Jr., of Haverford, who Monday an- 
nounced the success of the cam- 
paign which started April 11 and 
ended June 2, said that the Regional 
Planning Federation of the Tri- 
State District was proceeding on its 
intensive program of studies and 
surveys which will result in a Mas- 
ter Plan for the 3500 square miles 
of region surrounding Philadelphia. 

At a cost of $40,000 the entire 
district will be photographed from 
the air as a preliminary step in the 
preparation of the Master Plan, 
which may be completed in three 
years. 

The plan will comprise seven ma- 
jor projects, including a system of 
highways, boulevards and bridges ; 
parks, parkways and other public 
reservations ; an adjustment of rail- 
way, passenger and freight trans- 
portation facilities ; a lpan for the 
general development of the water- 
ways and ports of the region ; gen- 
eral recommendations as to what 
groups of communities might com- 
bine to provide sanitation, drainage, 
flood control, and water supply 
necessities ; a system of airway and 
landing fields; and a plan for the 
most economical and socially desir- 
able use of all the land in the re- 
gion.

The tax duplicate has been de- 
livered this week to Tax Collector 
Edwin P. Dold, who announces 
that the bills for the same will be 
in the mail shortly. Inasmuch as 
the mailing of tax bills is purely 
a courtesy, borough citizens are 
reminded that the non-receipt of 
a bill is no excuse for not paying 
it according to the law.. Hence, 
it behooves anyone not receiving 
one to get in touch with Mr. 
Dold. 

Boroughites will benefit this 
year by two reductions: that of 
one mill in the school tax rate, 
making it 18 mills, and the more 
significant cut of four mills in the 
borough rate from 24 to 20 mills. 
The county rate remains the same 
— four mills. There is also the 
per capita school tax of every 
adult citizen of $3, and an occupa- 
tion tax for borough and county. 
A potent argument for tlie 
prompt payment of bills this year 
particularly, is the fact that no 
citizen has the right to vote who 
has not paid his or her county 
tax. 

There is a 3 per cent, penalty 
on unpaid county taxes after Sep- 
tember 13, 1928, a 3 per cent, pen- 
alty on borough taxes unpaid 
after January 1, 1929, and a 3 per 
cent, penalty on school taxes un- 
paid after October 1, 1928. While 
on the borough taxes, if paid on 
or before October 1, 1928, there 
is a 5 per cent, discount. 

The Tax Collector, E. P. Dold, 
will be at the Narberth National 
Bank after September 1 in the 
mornings from S to 9 o'clock, 
Friday evening, from 7 to 9, and 
Saturday mornings from !) to 12. 
Mr. Dold requests that any bills 
sent in error be returned at once 
with a memorandum, and that er- 
rors and corrections be attended 
to at once, and transfers noted so 
that new owners may be given a 
chance to earn the discount.

Mr. Arthur, who was Lower 
Merion's senior magistrate, was 
born January 9, 1854, a son of the 
late Charles J. and Rebecca Arthur, 
of Bryn Mawr. He studied law, 
graduating from Episcopal Acad- 
emy and the University of Penn- 
sylvania. For a time he saw serv- 
ice as a civil engineer and then 
took charge of his father's ice es- 
tablishment in Bryn Mawr.

Urges "Dole System" 

More than 500 members of Phil-2 
adelphia labor unions gathered on 
the peaceful, leisurely campus of 
Bryn Mawr College Saturday after- 
noon to hear "unemployment insur- 
ance'' and the "five-day week" cited 
as panaceas for all of their working 
ills by a group of experts, employ- 
ers and employees, at the two-day 
conference arranged by the Labor 
College of Philadelphia. The con- 
ference ended Sunday with a num- 
ber of round-table discussions in 
the buildings and on the lawns of 
the Bryn Mawr Industrial Summer 
School. 

Within the natural amphitheatre 
formed by the heavy foliage of the 
suburban college campus, leaders in- 
terested in better conditions for the 
workers of America — both men and 
women — heard with mixed scepti- 
cism and belief Dr. I. M. Rubinow, 
executive director of the Jewish 
Welfare Society, declare that crime, 
insanity, child mortality and star- 
vation will be lessened in any coun- 
try that adopts the English "dole 
system," better known to its Amer- 
ican advocates as "unemployment 
insurance." No nation that adopts 
such a policy of providing for the 
lean days of slack work ever will 
find that "deterioration" is setting 
in, he promised. 

After his address, representatives 
of the Central Labor Union and the 
Painters' District Council, No. 27, 
the two organizations sponsoring the 
conference, indicated that it will be 
some time yet before American 
labor and capital come to an agree- 
ment upon the adoption of a "Fed- 
eral law calling for unemployment 
insurance."

Drive to Newark. In order to avoid 
New York City traffic, drive north 
through Belleville, Carlstadt, Hacken- 
sack and Cresskill to Alpine, where the 
ferry to Yonkers is taken. Pass then, 
through White Plains to Port Chester, 
and turn left onto the Boston Post Road. 

Follow the Post Road to New Haven, 
and continue on the Shore road to New 
London, Providence and Boston. From 
Boston, drive drive north through Cam- 
bridee. Everett, Chelsea, Revere, Ipswich, 
Newburyport and Rye Beach to Ports- 
mouth. Many fine beaches will lure for 
and ocean dip on this route. 

Continue on across the Interstate 
Memorial Bridge to Klttery, Maine, and 
follow the Maine coast line all the way 
to Calais. Measured as an airline route, 
the distance to Calais is 212 miles, but 
the actual distance, because of bays and 
indentations is about 2500 miles. How- 
ever, this trip is narrowed down to 543 
miles. 

The treaty between Russia and Japan 
was signed at Kittery, a United States 
Naval base, and the "Ranger," John Paul 
Jones' ship, was launched nearby at 
Badger's Island. Pass on through York 
Harbor, Kennebuiikport. Old Orchard 
Beach and the two Promenadoes to Port- 
land. 

Drive through Brunswick, Bath, New- 
castle, where old colonial type homes can 
be seen, Rockland, Rockport, Northport, 
Belfast, Winterport and Hampden to 
Bangor, a distance of 341 miles from 
Portsmouth. 

Cross the Penobscot River to Brewer 
and drive arough East Holden to Ells- 
worth. Bear left through Hancock, 
Gouldsboro, Mlllbridge, Harrington, Col- 
umbia Falls, Machias, where the first 
naval battle of the United States was 
fought, Whiting, Pembroke and Perry to 
Eastport, the most easterly city in the 
United States. 

Here is the famous Fort Sullivan, an 
old powder house, a great point of in- 
terest with visitors. Follow the coast 
line back to Perry and pass through 
Robbinstown to Calais. 

From Calais, drive through Baring, 
past Meddybemps Lake to Wesley. Here 
the Air Line road to Beddlngton and 
Aurora is met. Pass from Aurora through 
Amherst and Clifton back to Bangor. 

From Bangor head into the lake coun- 
try. Drive through Carmel and Etna to 
Newport, where Sebasticook Lake is lo- 
cated. Bear left through PlttsflelU and 
continue south along the banks of the 
Kennebec River to Watervllle. Turn right 
and pass through Oakland to the fam- 
ous Belgrade Lake district. This is one 
of the show places of the State. 

From Belgrade, drive to Augusta, ":he 
capital of the State. From Augusta, 
bear right through Wlnthrop to Auburn. 
Drive south through Danville and Gray 
back to Portland. 

For the return trip it Is suggested that 
the motorist use some route covered in 
the first part of the Journey, or call at 
the club's Ardmore office any week day 
or Thursday evening for additional In- 
formation.

"Religion without a church is just 
about as vague and indefinite as a 
summer morning mist," declared 
the Rev. R. E. Charles, rector of 
Christ Church, Adrian, Michigan, 
in a sermon delivered recently in 
All Saints' Episcopal Church, 
Wynnewood, of whose services he 
has charge until September, when 
the rector, Rev. Gibson Bell, will 
return. 

"Education without institutions 
of learning would be very difficult; 
the same can be said of religious 
training. 

"We need the religion the church 
can give. Some say that no church 
satisfies the needs of people. Well, 
unless we have a taste and appetite 
for it, no religion or any other thing 
will ever satisfy our wants. 

"We have heard it said, "I can 
understand Christ when I can un- 
derstand Christians," and many of 
us concede that the church through 
its members does not adequately 
represent Christ to the world. Can 
the church fulfill the function for 
which her master founded it? 

"If we permit it to become self- 
centered, the church will face fail- 
ure. Too many of us fall in with 
the ways of the world, whose people 
don't understand self-sacrifice, and 
who fail to appreciate it when they 
see it exhibited. We allow the laws 
of expediency and of all the world 
to interfere with us in our per- 
formance of the Master's work. 

"We are accused of being hypo- 
crites, and we appear to be such. 
But our real weakness is not that 
we are pretending to be something 
that we are not, but that we haven't 
caught the vision of the thing we 
ought to be. We don't see it. 

"We forget Christ saved the 
world by giving His life for the 
people, and we fail to make the most 
of our own lives. The church 
would not be placed on the defen- 
sive if we had more of the spirit 
of the early martyrs, who did not 
hesitate to give their lives for it. 

"But it is significant to note that, 
for all our failings, increases in 
church membership last year were 
greater in proportion than increases 
in population. 

"People are becoming more 
awake to their need of the church. 
The/ are beginning to See that with- 
out it, religion would be an individ- 
ualistic superstition."
